Cole H ickox, of California, Mo. , 
who as United States deputy reve­ 
nue collector made 
Sedalia 
his 
headquarters for four years, is fig- 
tiring quite prominently as a w it­ 
ness in the boodiing investigation 
now in progress at Jefferson City. 
A Jefferson C ity dispatch to W ed­ 
nesday’s Kansas C ity Times says : 
The big bills changed at banks 
here have been traced by the house 
committee appointed to investigate 
boodle charges, to two men. 
I. L . Page, editor of a Southeast 
Missouri weekly paper, was 
the 
man who sent a thousand dollar 
bill to be changed by George R am ­ 
sey at the Exchange bank of J ef­ 
ferson 
C ity. 
N . 
C . Hickox, 
a 
senate clerk, had two ijo o bills 
changed at the Central Missouri 
Trust com pany’s bank. 
The committee called the two 
men before it and asked them about 
the 
bills. 
Both 
confirmed 
the 
stones that they had the bills and 
both refused to tell where they got 
them. 
W hen these 
facts were made 
public they produced a sensation. 
The bills might have come to the 
men wtio had them in 
the most 
natural 
w ay 
possible, but when 
they refused to give information 
the story spread that the men who 
had the bills were acting for some­ 
body else. 
There was another story that the 
committee had bumped into the 
alum scandal, of which so much 
has been talked this winter. 
A s 
neither of the men has taken any 
part in house 
affairs this session, 
confining their activities 
to 
the 
senate, it was natural that the 
house should suspect that if there 
was anything 
w rong 
the s enate 
was the place to look for it. 
“ 
The big money and the circum­ 
stances suggest alum to m e,” was 
a comment made s everal 
times to­ 


night, 
H ickox says he got his two 
I500 bills early in February or late 
in January. 
The Farris amend- 
ment to the alum bill was under 
cons ideration in the senate daring 
the first ten days of February. 
Late in the afternoon the com­ 
mittee came back to the house and 
asked for more authority. 
It pre­ 
sented a report of its 
findings, 
giving in full the cross-examina­ 
tions of the two men. 
H ickox said in explanation : 
‘ T 
received the money for my services 
as an attorney. 
It was purely a 
legitimate business transaction and 
had nothing whatever to do with 
legislation. 
The 
subpoena 
that 
was read to me stated that I was 
wanted to tell the committee what 


1 knew about some»book bill or 
other.N ow ,Ididn’ t even know there 
was a book bill here. 
I received 
this money as a legitimate fee for 
my services early in the session. 
This is true, as God is my judge,” 
said Mr. H ickox emphatically. 
“ 
W hy, if I had feared publicity 
in this matter I could have boarded 
a train for Chicago or some other 
place. 
It would have been 
the 
easiest thing in the world for me 
'to leave town. 
The subpoena that 
was served on me today was made 
out to my brother. 
1 could have 
denied truthfully that I was the 
man wanted. 
But I simply told 
the committee they had made a 
mistake and gave them my correct 
name. 
“ 
Since I have been here I have 
had m y private interests to look 
after at home. 
W h y, I had $600 
in m y pockets yesterday. 
I don’t 
mind telling anyone who wants to 
know. 
I have never received a 
cent in connection w ith any meas­ 
ures pending 
before 
the 
legis­ 
lature.” 


£x-United States D eputy R eve­ 
nue Collector Cole H ickox, who is 


known to nearly everybody in Se­ 
dalia, had noc yet, up to Thursday 
morning, explained how he became 
possessed of the two I500 bills that 
have caused such a sensation at 
Jefferson City, but there is a street 
rumor at the capital that he won 
the money playing poker. 
Cole is no novice at the “ 
great 
American gam e,” as many Seda- 
lians will bear testimony, and the 
“ 
street rumor” 
will have to go, it 
appears, until some more plausible 
explanation is furnisbed. 
A Jef­ 
ferson C ity dispatch of the i8th to 
the Kansas C ity Star says : 
The house investigating commit­ 
tee that is looking for boodle evi­ 
dence did not have very good luck 
today. 
Most of the morniag was 
spent getting ready to make com ­ 
plaint that N . C. Hickox and I. L. 
Page refused to testify and the late 
forenoon was devoted to a discus­ 
sion of the committee’s troubles in 
the house. 
In the afternoon Page appeared 
before 
the committee. 
He 
had 
told outside that he got the thou­ 
sand doller bill by selling a country 
paper, but in the committee 
he 
claimed a constitutional right not 
to testify. The constitutional right 
is that when a man to testify must

This puzzled the committee.

hotel where he boards it was sup­ 
posed that he must have left town 
on a late afternoon train. 
A reporter for the Star made a 
thorough search for him tonight 
and found him in a poker game in 
the rear of a saloon on High street. 
He had a full share of the chips 
and was busy. 
A story that he got the two $500 
bills as the result of well placed 
bets in poker games made some of 
the members marvel, and, once 
Started, it 
traveled 
fast. 
There 
have been s ome good winnings at 
poker this winter, but the 
bills 
with which players bought chips 
have usually been $20 or smaller. 
There is no record of anyone put­ 
ting a $ 5 ^ bill, much less two of 
them, into any jackpot. 
Still a 
man might save enough to change 
a bill of that sort and get it in big 
money for convenience in carry- 
ing it.

says be has no clerks on his force 
who have not the indorsement of 
the senators from their home dis­ 
tricts.

In the United States circuit couit 
of appeals in St. Louis yesterday 
an opinion was handed down in 
the case of the supreme council, 
Royal Arcanum, vs. Anna J. T ay­ 
lor, that will be of interest to fra­ 
ternal organ zitions and members 
who are insured against death in 
these organizations, says the St. 
Louis Republic. 
Anna J. Taylor is the widow of 
GeO|^ F. Taylor, a member of the 
Royal Arcanum, Arapahoe lodge, 
of Denver, Col. 
He was insured 
for 
f^,oco in 1S95, and died in 
November, 1900. 
Payment of the 
insurance certificate was contested 
on the ground that he had not paid 
the monthly assessment of October, 
1900, due on the last day of that 
month, 
and 
wa« 
therefore 
sus­ 
pended according to the by-laws. 
Mrs. Taylor proved that her hus­ 
band frequently neglected to pay 
his monthly ossessments for several 
days after they were due, and that 
the local collector 
for his lodge 
paid these 
assessments 
and was 
later reimbursed by Taylor. 
The 
supreme council conceded this fact, 
but held that the collector took this 
action on his own responsibility, 
and that it was never ratified by 
the supreme council, nor was there 
anything to show that the supreme 
council was cognizant of the ac­ 
ceptance of such assessments from 
the delinquent. 
The collector failed to pay T a y ­ 
lor’s assessment for October, and 
when it was tendered three days 
later, just before Taylor’s death, it 
was refuse! on tf]e ground 
that 
the 
by-liws 
Taylor 
was 
suspension. 
Mrs. 
Taylor 
under 
under 
recovered judgment 
against the 
supreme council, which appealed. 
Judge 
Thayer, 
writing the 
opinion, says the question at issue 


18 to determine 
whether 
the 
su­ 
preme council was 
cogniz ant 
o f 
the practice of the collector in ac­ 
cepting the assessment of Taylor 
after 
he 
was 
delinquent, and 
whether it ratified such practice by 
accepting the 
delinquent’s assess­ 
ment in violation of its by-laws. 
He finds nothing in the evidence to 
warrant 
this 
assumption, and 
orders the case remanded, with in­ 
structions to the trial court to in­ 
struct the jury that the plaintiff is 
not entitled to recover.

The peculiar head dress of the

is noticeable.

resembles a sunbonnet with shawl, 
and is all made of one piece of 
cloth, of black color.

DRUNK WHEN HE DID IT. 


He Ha d Ba lded Ha lo o ns a nd Other 
Sto res in Lex ing to n a nd Didn’t 
Wish to Be Arrested. 


James R ow e, a coal miner living 
in Dover, M o., was taken to Kan­ 
sas C ity last night and lodged in 
the county jail for safe keeping. 
Row e 
attempted to kill a man 
named Burns at Lexington Monday 
night, 
and 
when 
arrested 
and 
lodged in jail a mob was formed 
for the purpose of lynching him. 
He was taken from the jail se­ 
cretly and removed to Kansas C ity 
by Deputy Sheriff Kincaid. 
R ow e left his home in Dover 
Sunday for a good time and went 
to Lexington. 
He spent Sunday 
night and M onday in trying*to run 
the saloons out of business by using 
up their stock in trade, 
and by 
Monday night was so drunk that 
he claims he was not responsible 
for his actions. 
W hile in this state he broke into 
a store 
in 
the town and began 
making a collection of the visible 
supply of guns and ammunition. 
He was seen by Burns, who was 
passing the store, and he tried to 
arrest him, when R ow e pulled his 
revolver and shot Burns. 
R ow e returned to Dover, where 
he was traced and arrested. 
He 
was still drunk and made no re­ 
sistance. 
He was taken to L ex­ 
in g t o n in the aftern oon and lodg ed 
in jail there. 
The people of the 
town were much aroused over the 
shooting and there was strong talk 
of lynching. 
Towards evening 
yesterday a 
mob began to form and the sheriff, 
becoming alarmed, ordered Deputy 
Sheriff Kincaid 
to 
remove the 
prisoner to Kansas City. 
It w at 
deemed inexpedient 
to take the 
prisoner to the Eexington depot 
and he was spirited from the back 
of the jail to the river* and rowed 
across to the opposite side, where 
the Santa Fe was taken for Karr'^ji 
City. The deputy took his 
at once to the county jill, 
was refused admittance, as 
were no commitment papers, bat 
after some delay be was admitted, 
to the great relief of the prisoner. 
R ow e is a cockney Englishman, 
about 40 years old, 
and speaks 
with a very strong English accent. 
He took out naturalization papers 
some time ago in Maryland, just 
before coming W est. 
He has a 
wife and family in Dover and they 
knew nothing of the shooting un­ 
til he was placed under arrest at 
his home.

streets by Orlie Allen. 
Allen fired 
another 
shot 
which 
narrowly 
missed Walter E. 
Wisner, 
pen­ 
etrating his coat collar, vest and 
shirt and ‘burning’ his neck for a 
distance of half an inch, 
Allen 
was arrested by officer Downey and 
taken to police station No. 2, 
“ It is said the shooting was un­ 
provoked. 
Morley, Allen, Wisner, 
John McGlynn and several other 
young men were in the cigar store, 
and some remark was made about 
Allen being a ‘bad man. ’ 
W ith 
these words, ‘Yes, I am, ’ Allen 
drew a 32-caliber revolver and fired 
two shots into the crowd, taking 
effect as stated. 
The remark was 
provoked by an incident several 
days ago, when, it is said, Allen 
walked up to a young man who 
carried a knife and made him ‘ take 
water’ by shoving a revolver under 
his nose.

T he news of this step will 
cause a sensation w hen it is k now n 
throughout the stafe. 
Hazel, of California, was 
in the cap ital S aturday, 
having 
held court here. 
S aturday 
even­ 
ing the Jud ge tersely made 
the 
announcem ent : 
“ I have issued a call for a special 
grand jury. 
It will be summoned 
to meet one week from nex t M on­ 
day. 
It cannot meet sooner, be­ 
cause I have to op en court in Miller 
county on M onday, 
and will be 
detained there one w ee k .” 
J ud ge H azel had 
been 
ask ed 
early in the evening if he would 
tak e up the boodle question. 
A t 
tha t hour he was undeterm ined. 
T he jud ge’s statem ent at that hour 
w as of p ublic im p ortance. 
It was 
as follows : 
“ I have not decided w hat will 
be done. 
I believe that a m an in 
m y p osition in the judiciary of the 
state ought to be 
careful about 
w ha t he does, and, consequently, I 
think it is w rong to m ak e undue 
reflections up on anyone, anS that 
he ought to have a due regard for 
another branch of the state gov­ 
ernm ent and should not unneces­ 
sarily reflect up on that branch by 
p recip itately calling a special grand 
jury, or ta k ing 
any other such 
drastic action which m ight not be 
w arra nted by facts. 
“ I have said to some influential 
m em bers of other branches of the 
state governm ent today that if they 
w ould furnish me w ith som ething 
tangible, that rea lly deserved to be 
investigated, and w hich should, in 
the interest of good governm ent, 
be investigated, then I w ould call a 
gra nd jury. 
I go nex t week to 
op en court in Aliller county and 
w ill be back in Jefferson C ity one

journed term of court.

A W A R ON CHILD LABOR. 


Di^Hirsch Sco res tbe Sy stem o f Em­ 
plo y ing Little Chiidreu 
to 
Wo rk in Fa cto ries. 


C h i c a g o , March 
1 7 .— “ Only a 
hnman beast would deprive a child 
of his play and make him a laborer. 
We no longer set up burning fur- 
nances for our children, but the in­ 
dustrial Moloch has for many years 
consumed the modern children. ” 
Thus spoke Dr. Emil G. Hirsch 
at a public meeting in Fullerton 
hall, Art institute, under the aus- 
pieces of the industrial committee 
of the Illinois Federation of Wo­ 
men’s clubs, for the purpose of dis­ 
cussing remedies for child labor. 
“ Children and labor do not be­ 
long 
together, ” 
continued 
Dr, 
Hirsch. 
“ The 
period of child­ 
hood is by nature intended for play 
and recreation, and when play is 
over the child should have an op­ 
portunity to prepare for his life 
task. 
No 
law 
should interfere 
with the right of freedom of con­ 
tract, but even if there be an ex­ 
change of commodities between 
the child and the employer, let the 
employer pay for what he gets. 
I 
admit that the employer may pay 
more for the time the children 
work, but in God’s name does he 
pay for the lives he has ruined ? 
Does he pay for what is sacrificed 
to his greed r 
Does he pay for the 
crippled bodies, the blunted intel­ 
lects and the wasted lives of those 
little creatures i 
Does he provide 
that after they have served out 
their 
usefulness 
to 
him 
these 
physical and moral wrecks shall 
not become the charges of the com­ 
munity?” 
A t this there was a great burst 
of applause, and as the speaker 
continued to draw the picture of 
the mites at their endless tasks 
tears came to the eyes of not a few 
in the audience. 
“ The modern Moioch is greed— 
greed and inhumanity. 
That state 
is the most glorious where weak 
women;and weaker children are 
under the 
guardianship of 
the 
state. ” 
Stirred by the word pictures of 
the dwarfed lives to which thou­ 
sands of child laborers in factories 
are condemned, the audience rose 
with a shout of enthusiasm and 
adopted resolutions urging support 
of bills now before the legislature 
for the emanciation of these infant 
slaves.

Dr . F. W . Luce, in beginning 
his r emar ks with a condemnation,

dances and car d- 
playing for money, near ly pr ecipi­ 
tated a contr over sy with one of his 
br other minister s,because he classed 
pr ivate dances at home as among 
the things that 
wer e “ 
question­ 


able.” 
Upon the inquir y of this second 
minister the Maple avenue pastor 
hastened to add that for himself 
such an 
amusement was 
beyond 
the bounds of question ; 
it 
was 
“ 
questionable” 
only for some per ­ 
sons who had not fully made up 
their minds about it. 
R ev. W . L , Voelkner told, as in 
conscience bound, of a time that he 
bad 
danced, 
year s befor e, 
but 
which had been a matter of r egr et 
with him ever since. 
It was the 
duty of ever y pastor , he said, to 
advise unequivocally against the 
thr ee amusements, because he be­ 
lieved 
they 
wr ought

Fr om this he de­ 
duced the opinion that in pr actice 
the same opinion was held by all 
the minister s, and that spir ituality 
of the chur ch member should be the 
ultimate test. 
Bishop Fitzger ald concluded the 
debate with an ear nest addr ess, in 
which he compar ed the pr ohibitor y 
r ule for these amusements to the 
pr ohibitor y law against saloons or 
against dishonesty.

Tbongh the Tr ain Was Going Fifty 
Miles an Honr at the Time 
of Accident. 


The east-bound Omaha flyer , on 
the Wabash r ailr oad, was ditched 
at 
Elm 
Point 
station, 
about 6 
o’clock yester day mor ning, 
nine 
per sons suffer ing injur y. 
A r emar kable featur e, says the 
Globe 
Democr at, 
was 
that 
the 
tr ain, which was filled with pas­ 


senger s, and r unning at a r ate of 
fifty-five 
miles 
an 
hour , 
was 
thor oughly der ailed, 
yet no one 
was killed 
and 
no 
one 
even 
ser iously injur ed. 
The tr ain involved was No. 14, 
east-bound, due in St. Louis at 7 a. 
m. 
It was in the char ge of Con­ 
ductor James Canantsy and En- 
glneer J. B. Cogley. 
A t the time of the accident the 
tr ain was about thir ty-five minutes 
late, and on r eaching a str aight 


str etch of well-equipped tr ack, the 
engineer decided to make up some 
of the lost time. 
About 100 yar ds west of 
Elm 
Point station, nine miles west of 
St. Char les, the tank, attached to 
the 
CDgine, 
w ithout 
w ar n in g 
jumped into the air , tur ned over 
and fell at the side of the tr ack. It 
was followed by the baggage car , 
two coaches and one sleeper , all of 
which tur ned over on their sides, 
but none of them left the gr ade or 
r olled down. 
The engine and r ear 
sleeper r emained on the tr ack. 
The passenger s in the over tur ned 
car s wer e thr own about pr omis­ 
cuously and many of them wer e 
sever ely br uised and cut. The car s, 
however , did not telescope, and it 
is pr obably owing to this fact that 
none of the passenger s lost their 
lives. 
They wer e r eleased fr om 
the car s as soon as possible, and

had sustained br uises 
and cuts wer e car ed for as well as 
could be for the time being.
